U.S. BOMBERS

North Vietnamese took control 
of the two passes last Nov. 21, 
cutting Phnom Penh off from 
the port of Kompong Som and 
causing shortages of fuel and 
other imports in the capital. 


A South Vietnamese armored 


column was pushing north to- 
ward Stung Chhay today after 
smashing through a North Viet- 
namese pocket of resistance and 
killing 31 enemy troops, the gov- 
ernment in Saigon said. A 
spokesman said there were no 
South Vietnamese casualties. 


Another force of South Viet- 


namese marines was reported 
maneuvering into position for 
an assault on the heights of Pich 
Nil. Observers in Phnom Penh 
expected the battle for Pich Nil 
to be hard and bloody because 
the North Vietnamese have had 
almost two months to dig in and 
fortify the heights above the 
highway. 


Elsewhere across Indochina 


only small skirmishes were re- 
ported. 


The U.S. Command's weekly 


casualty report said 27 Ameri- 
cans were killed in combat last 
week and 83 were wounded, the 
lowest total battlefield casual- 
ties in more than five years. 
The death toll was the lowest in 
four weeks. 


Another 27 Americans died 


from such nonhostile causes as 
accidents or illness. 


The command said a total of 


44,268 Americans now have been 
reported killed in action since 
Jan. 1, 1961, another 9,091 died 
of nonhostile causes, 293,612 
have been wounded in action 
and 1,434 are listed as missing 
or captured. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters said 277 of its troops were 
killed and 688 wounded in action 
last week.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Fi- 


nancially pinched states are 
mounting a new effort to cut a 
slice of the federal pie for them- 
selves. 


They hope to pressure a reluc- 


tant Capitol Hill to pass Presi- 
dent Nixon's revenue-sharing 
plan or, in an end-run approach, 
force Congress to convene an 
unprecedented 
constitutional 


convention for the same pur- 
pose. 


The New Jersey Legislature 


started the ball rolling last 
month by adopting a resolution 
calling for a 
convention to 


amend the U.S. Constitution to 
require the federal government 
to share its tax money with the 
states. 


"The effort is being made in 


almost all state legislatures," 
said Early Mackey, an official 
of 
the 
National Legislative 


Conference, which is pushing 
the proposal. 


He predicted 10 to 20 state leg- 


islatures would quickly approve 
the resolution. 


Congress would be forced to 


convene a convention if two- 
thirds (34) of the state legisla- 
tures ask for one. The conven- 
tion could only write an amend- 
ment, which would have to be 
ratified by the states. •

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Rep. 


B. D. "Doug" Brandon of Lit- 
tle Rock introduced a bill in the 
Arkansas House Wednesday 
that would establish a code of 
ethics for public officials. 


The bill is similar to a Bran- 


don measure that passed the 
1969 legislature, but which then 
Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller ve- 
toed because of some amend- 
ments aimed at Rockefeller 
that were added in the Senate 
by Sen. Guy H. "Mutt" Jones 
of Conway. 


The new measure would es- 


tablish a code of ethics for 
"every person holding a po- 
sition of public trust" in the 
executive, legislative and ju- 
dicial branches. Included would 
be appointed as well as elected 
officials. 


The proposal would prohibit 


public officials from using their 
positions for personal 
gain. 


It would require them to file 
statements with the secretary 
of state detailing business ac- 
tivities in which they receive 
more than $1,500 in compensa- 
tion during a one-year period. 


It would also require a public 


official 
to file a 
statement 


showing any financial interest 
in excess of $1,000 in any cor- 
poration, firm or enterprise 
subject to the jurisdiction of a 
regulatory agency. 


The measure would prohibit 


a public official from entering 
any public or professional ac- 
tivity that he "might reasona- 
bly expect" would induce him 
to disclose confidential informa- 
tion of the state. 


State Sen. Milt Earnhart of 


Fort Smith introduced a bill in 
the Arkansas Senate Wednes- 
day setting out regulations sur- 
rounding the holding of rock 
festivals in the state. 


The measure provides that 


city or county authorities would 
have to be notified 30 days pri- 
or to any festival and that back- 
ers would have to post a 
corporate surety bond of $50,000 
with city or county officials. 


Promoters of a festival also 


would have to provide satisfac- 
tory water supply, sewage fa- 
cilities, sleeping areas and oth- 
er facilities health officials may 
deem necessary. 


Earnhart also introduced a 


resolution asking the state Pub- 
lic Service Commission to place 
human needs first in determin- 
ing how natural gas supplies 
will be utilized. 


The PSC has been hearing 


arguments on a petition by Ar- 
kansas Louisiana Gas Co. to al- 
low Arkla to withdraw from 
long-term industrial contracts. 


Sen. Harold King of Sheridan 


introduced a bill to appropriate 
$900,000 for the Arkansas Chil- 
dren's Colony from revenues de- 
rived from Act 239 of 1969, 
which is the real estate transfer 
tax. 


The act allotted funds to the 


colony, but the state Supreme 
Court held that while the tax 
was legal, the appropriations 
were unconstitutional. 


Sen. Oscar Alagood of Little 


Rock introduced a bill to ex- 
empt from the Arkansas Medi- 
cal Practices Act service ren- 
dered by a physician's trained 
assistant or a nurse when un- 
der the direct supervision of a 
licensed physician. The meas- 
ure would clear away legal ob- 
stables faced by some free clin- 
ics staffed by medical trainees. 


Sen. Joe Ford of Little Rock 


introduced in the Senate a joint 
resolution for a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment to pro- 
vide a four-year term for state 
constitutional officers and to in- 
crease the pay for those posi- 
tions. 


The resolution would bar the 


governor from succeeding him- 
self after a four-year term, but 
other constitutional officers 
would be able to hold succes- 
sive terms without limit. 


The salary for governor would 


be raised to $25,000 a year. Oth- 
er salaries that would be pro- 
vided under the amendment per 
year would be $12,500 for secre- 
tary of state, treasurer, auditor 
and land commissioner, and 
$15,000 for attorney genera! and 
$7,500 for lieutenant governor.

inn introduced a resolution to 
propose a state constitutional 
amendment to permit the gov- 
ernor to i/rant reprieves, com- 
mutations and pardons in death 
penalty cases only upon the rec- 
"imnendation of the slate Su- 
preme Court majority.

HOUSTON (AP) — The quiet- 


est NCAA convention in years 
ended Wednesday with members 
voting to retain the controver- 
sial 1.6 scholastic requirement 
and the spotlight shifted to the 
American 
Football 
Coaches 


Association for its coach of the 
year award today. 


Eight coaches are in the run- 


ning, but Bob Devaney of Ne- 
braska's national champions has 
virtually been ruled out since he 
was scheduled to fly home this 
morning to help President Nixon 
honor the Cornhuskers. Devaney 
reportedly told the AFCA he 
would stay here if he was the 
coach of the year. 


The other seven are Bob 


Blackman of Dartmouth, Frank 
Lauterbur of Toledo, Cal Stoll of 
Wake Forest, Alex Agase of 
Northwestern, Charlie McClen- 
don of Louisiana State, Darrell 
Royal of Texas and John Rals- 
ton of Stanford. Blackman and 
Lauterbur have switched to Illi- 
.nois and Iowa, respectively, 
since the voting last month. 


The NCAA also voted down the 


other significant proposal be- 
sides the one to abolish the 1.6 
rule. That was an amendment 
sponsored by the policy-making 
NCAA Council that would have 
given it the power to review ac- 
tions of the national organiza- 
tion's various rules committees'.

amendment could have signaled 
a possible return to one-platoon 
football as a means of combat- 
ing the rising costs that have 
permeated the sport.

— Bob Lunn is a big, balding 
guy, 
almost certainly the best 


of the young players on the 
pro golf tour—and almost com- 
pletely unknown to the general 
public.

he sought his second victory 
in as many weeks in the first 
round of the $135,000 Bing Cros- 
by National pro-amateur tourna- 
ment.

Not goodie- 
goodie, just quiet and well-man- 
nered. He's built along the lines 
of a professional football line- 
backer, but has a very soft 
voice. He doesn't drink, smoke 
or swear. 


He doesn't do anything but 


play golf, well enough to beat 
Billy Casper in a playof last 
week, to beat Arnold Palmer 
by a stroke at the Citrus last 
year, to beat Dave Hill in a 
playoff at Hartford the year be- 
fore. 


He has no hobbies. Every-

Brodie Going 
Before Pro 
Grid Probers 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 


San Francisco 49ers' quarter- 
back John Brodie was expected 
to testify today before a federal 
grand jury here investigating 
the National Football League 
for possible antitrust violations. 


Controversial 
quarter- 


back Joe Namath of the New 
York Jets and New Orleans 
Saints' tight end Dave Parks 
appeared 
before 
the 
jury 


Wednesday and were critical 
of the powers of NFL owners 
and of Commissioner Pete Ro- 
zelle. 


"There is no doubt about an- 


titrust violations," Namath told 
newsmen. "They (the jury) 
asked for my opinion and I 
told them." 


He cited the common draft 


of college players and standard 
player contract as examples of 
antitrust violations, saying, "A 
college player may not be hap- 
py about being drafted by a 
certain club, but he can't do 
anything about it. The same 
with a player who's not happy 
with his contract." 


Namath said the jury asked 


him "about owners, players, 
coaches and the commissioner. 
They asked most about the op- 
tion clause." The 27-year-old 
quarterback, who led the Jets 
to victory over the Baltimore 
Colts in the 1969 Super Bowl, 
would not say whether the jur- 
ors questioned him about his 
controversy with Rozelle in 1969 
over Namaths' part-ownership 
in the Bachelor's III Ixnuige, a 
New York night club. 


Namath said that he was 


looking at the NFL "only from 
one side . . . . the side of a 
player," and admitted 
that 


"looking at it from the owner's 
viewpoint," he thought that 
club owners deserved the right 
to do what was necessary to 
run their teams. 


Asked if he thought owners 


or Hozelle should be jailed or 
convicted of antitrust violations, 
Namath said, "1 don't know 
ab<>ut that. It's above me." 


Parks, 29, said the jury quer- 


ied him on his transfer from 
the San Francisco 49ers to the 
Saints in 1968. 


He claimed that Rozelle used 


his case as an example to dis- 


courage 
other players 
fror 


playing out their options and to] 
discourage owners from signing 
players who became free agent 
by playing out their contract.] 
Parks said Rozelle's power 
should be curtailed. 


Parks plaved out his contract 


option with the 49ers to become] 
a free agent. After signing with] 
New Orleans, Rozelle ruled that! 
the Saints had to compensate! 
the 49ers and gave the 49ers| 
the Saints' top draft pick in] 
1968 and 1969. 


"Rozelle tried to put a stopl 


to players playing out their op-j 
tions," Parks said Wednesday.) 
He said the Saints' forfeiture' 
of the draft picks "put a lot 
of pressure on me" because he 
felt he had to prove he was 
worth the price paid for him. 


He suffered a pulled ham- 


string muscle in his first season 
with the Saints and has never 
reached the peak he attained at 
San Francisco, where he was 
an all-pro selection twice.

Sometimes it hurts when I 
bump it against an object, 
then stops about five min- 
utes later. My question is. 
if it is a hernia, what can it 
do? Can it be removed with- 
out a serious operation? Or 
if the possibility that it is a 
hernia is ruled out, what can 
it be? 


Dear Reader—The only 


way to find out for certain 
what you have is from a 
medical examination. You 
are probably right about it 
being a hernia, and it should 
receive attention soon. True, 
you can go a long time with- 
out difficulty but difficulty 
can start rather suddenly. 


The big danger is getting 


the loop of the bowel that 
forms the hernia caught or 
twisted. We call this a stran- 
gulated hernia. This ob- 
structs the bowel, blocking 
normal passage of food. The 
loop of bowel may suffer 
from lack of circulation and, 
if untreated, develop gan- 
grene. One can be very sick 
with an obstructed hernia. 


Correction of a hernia of 


the type you may have is 
really very simple. The op- 
eration is not difficult and 
one is able to be up and 
about very quickly. There is 
no danger of damage to any 
other part of the body from 
the operation. 


I don't think you need to 


worry about this being a 
cancer. You have let it go 
long enough that you can 
fairly well rule out that pos- 
sibility. Sometimes cysts 
filled with water or fluid 
might be confused with a 
hernia. I would like to stress 
that the likelihood of your 
having anything serious is 
remote except for a hernia 
and that can easily be cor- 
rected. 


Now one more point. You 


have been taking an unnec- 
essary risk with your life 
for some time. A strangu- 
lated hernia is nothing to 
regard lightly. There is ab- 
solutely no logical reason 
for you not to have told your 
parents or certainly your 
doctor about your problem. 
There is nothing to be 
ashamed of except having 
neglected to do something 
about it.

Priest, Four 
Others Deny 
Charges

The Rev. Philip Berrigan, the 


imprisoned antiwar priest, and 
four others have denied they 
were part of an alleged bomb- 
kidnap plot, scoring the charges 
as a government attempt to dis- 
credit the antiwar movement. 


Berrigan, 47, and five others 


were indicted Tuesday by a fed- 
eral grand jury in Harrisburg, 
Pa., on charges of plotting to 
kidnap presidential aide Henry 
Kissinger and to blow up heat 
tunnels in government build- 
ings. 


The grand jury met on the 


case again Wednesday and Asst. 
U.S. Atty. Guy Goodwin said 
one reason for continuing the 
probe was the possibility that 
some of those being questioned 
might become defendants. 


Two of the defendants were 


released on bail after spending 
a night in jail and three others 
were held in lieu of $50,000 bond 
apiece. 


Berrigan remained at the fed- 


eral prison in Danbury, Conn., 
where he is serving a six-year 
sentence for destroying draft re- 
cords in Maryland. 


His brother, the Rev. Daniel 


Berrigan, 49, who is serving a 
three-year sentence at Danbury 
on similar charges, was one of 
seven persons named as co-con- 
spirators in the case but not for- 
mally charged. 


The Berrigans met with attor- 


ney William Kunstler in the 
prisx.n and through him released 
a statement likening the govern- 
ment v charges to the Nazis' 
burring of the Reichstag build- 
ing in 1W3.

Bethlehem to 
60 Ahead With 
Price Boost 


BETHLEHEM, Pa. (AP) - 


The Bethlehem Steel Co. says it 
will go ahead with plans to 
boost prices of steel used in con- 
struction work and shipbuilding 
despite an indication from Pres- 
ident Nixon that he might raise 
quotas on imported steel if the 
increases are implemented. 


A statement released Wednes- 


day also said the Nixon admin- 
istration knew of the proposed 
increases in advance. The com- 
pany said the administration 
gave no indication it "would 
react as strongly as it did." 


The rate changes on four ma- 


jor types of steel, announced 
Monday, amount to boosts of 11 
to 13 per cent. They are to take 
effect March 1. Bethlehem is 
the nation's second largest steel 
producer. The items involved 
account for one-sixth of the in- 
dustry's total output. 


The company said Stewart S. 


Cort, Bethlehem chairman, met 
prior to the hike announcement 
with Paul W. McCracken, chair- 
man ot' the President's Council 
nf Economic Advisers. 


Cort advised McCracken of 


the pending announcement and 
nothing in the conversation sug- 
gested the administration would 
react as it did, the statement 
said. 


"The 
decision 
to increase 


prices was a business judg- 
ment," it continued, "and Beth- 
lehem has no plans to rescind." 


At the Western White House, 


Deputy Press Secretary Gerald 
L. Warren confirmed that Mc- 
Cracken and Cort met Monday, 
and that Cort informed Mc- 
Cracken of the company's inten- 
tion to announce higher prices. 


Nixon's press secretary, Ron- 


ald Ziegler, said Tuesday Nixon 
was "deeply concerned" by 
Bethlehem's action.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 


Charles Luna, oresident of the 
United Transportation 
Union, 


says he thinks Congress is in a 
mood to nationalize the rail- 
roads, and he is proposing such 
a step if current labor disputes 
are not settled by March 1. 


The UTU, with 280,000 mem- 


bers, is the largest union in- 
volved in the dispute. It took 
part in the brief national rail 
strike Dec. 10, but directed its 
members to end their work 
stoppage when ordered to do so 
by a federal court. 


Luna 
said 
Wednesday 
he 


would prefer to handle labor 
disputes with the railroads by 
negotiation, but declared: 


"If the federal courts and 


Congress continue to deprive 
railroad employes of their right 
to 
exercise 
their 
economic 


strength, the UTU will call upon 
Congress to enact legislation to 
nationalize the railroads and 
bring them under control of the 
federal government." 


He said the proposal was 


unanimously approved by 60 of 
his union's leaders at a meeting 
which began here Monday. 


Luna said the UTU would 


have the nationalization meas- 
ure introduced by a member of 
Congress unless its differences 
with the railroads were settled 
by the end of February. 


He told newsmen he thought 


the legislators would be recep- 
tive because of requests for rail- 
road subsidies, the Penn-Central 
financial crisis and other indus- 
try problems.

Aswan Dam to 
Be Dedicated 
in Egypt

CAIRO (AP) — Fifteen years 


after the United States refused 
to help President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser build the Aswan high 
dam, Nasser's successor and 
Soviet President Nikolai V. Pod- 
gorny will dedicate the huge 
Nile River flood control and 
power project. 


The dedication Friday coin- 


cides with Nasser's birthday. 


He conceived the project and 
pushed it nearly to completion 
before his death from a heart 
attack last Sept. 28. 


At the urging of Secretary of 


State John Foster Dulles, the 
U.S. government refused in 1956 
to grant Egypt funds for the 
dam which forced Nasser to 
seek aid from the Soviet Union. 
The Kremlin contributed $260 
million of the $735 million the 
project cost. 


About 200 Soviet 
engineers 


also assisted in the construction 
which began in 1960. 


Ultimately Nasser came to 


depend on the Kremlin to arm 
and train his military forces. 


His successor, President An-

war Sadat, greeted Podgoffiy 
and Russian officials with him 
Wednesday at Cairo Airport. 
The two men were to meet to- 
day to discuss the Arab-Israeli 
situation before flying to Aswan 
tonight. 


The dam site, more than 400 


miles up the Nile from Cairo, 
was decorated with thousands of 
red flags and banners hailing 
"Russian-Egyptian friendship." 
The city of Aswan glittered with 
lights powered by the dam's 
generators, which produce 10 
billion kilowatt hours of electric- 
ity annually. 


The dam project, one of the 


largest in the world, is laid out 
in four major sections.
